Upon arrival at home the negro was 
unconscious, but his employer, still 
supposing him to be drunk, helped 
him into the barn loft, covered him 
up and left him. 
Next morning he was still un­ 
conscious and Dr. Ifizell was sent 
for. 
Upon examining the case the 
doctor pronounced it hopeless, but 
I proceeded to do what he could. 
' On Saturday morning Nickolds died. 
In the community the belief pre­ 
vails that the negro was drugged 
while in the city and died from the 
effects of the poison.

T he income tax law, which has re­ 
ceiv ed so large a share of the public 
attention since the beginning of the 
first regular session ot the Fifty- 
third congress, 
is a thing of the 
past. 
After being twice heard in 
the U nited States 
suj)rerae court, 
it was finally decided yesterday by 
the court to be inv alid and uncon­ 
stitutional. 
There were four d is­ 
senting opinions deliv ered in these 
cases today. 
One each by Justices 
Harlan, 
Brown, 
Jackson 
and 
White, 
showing 
that 
the 
court 
had 
stoo 1 
5 
to 
4 
against 
the 
law. 
Inasm uch as one of the d is ­ 
senting opinions was handed down 
by Justice Jackson, 
and as he was 
absent at the 
first 
hearing, when 
the court 
d ’v ided 
ev enly 
on the 
question of sustaining the law on 
all points except those as to the tax 
on income from rents and bonds, it 
follows that one of the mem bers of 
the court who at first pronounced 
for the law, except 
on 
those two 
points, changed his attitude after 
the 
second 
argument. 
There is 
v ery 
little 
question 
that 
Justice 
Shiras is the 
justice who changed 
his v iews on these points. H e made 
no announcem ent either yesterday 
or when the first opinion was d e ­ 
liv ered as to his opinion. 
While the opinion of the chief 
justice 
was 
largely 
a 
rev iew 
of 
the 
general 
aspects 
of 
the questions inv olv ed, he based the 
opinion of the court yesterday upon 
the argum ent that the prov isions of 
the 
law 
regarding 
the 
tax 
on 
rents and bonds were so essential 
a factor of it as to render all other 
parts ot it dependent of them; and, 
in accordance with the rule of law 
bearing on this (jueslion, the law as 
a whole must be declared inv alid. 
T he opinions 
of Justice H arlan 
and White were 
couched 
in 
lan ­ 
guage so v igorous, and were so e m ­ 
phatic in their arraignm ent 
ot the 
majority as to cause v ery 
general 
comment. 
Both justices indicated 
their belief that the 
ruling opinion 
was rev olutionary, 
and 
intimated 
that 
serious 
consequences 
might 
ensue. 
Justice Harlan 
suggested 
the necessity for amending tne c o n ­ 
stitution in v iew of the ophiioii. 
The court room was packed d ur­ 
ing the entire three hours \\1 cn the 
opinions were being deliv ered. 
The unexpected ev ent of the day 
was in the appearance of Justice 
Jackson. 
He had announced after 
casting his v ote last Saturday v /eek 
that he would return on the follow­
